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STYLE OF BOOKS IN DEMAND. 


We gave in our last week’s issue a general review of the publications 
of the American book-press during the year, including the reprints of 
English works, as well as the original writings of authors in this coun- 
try. A second glance at the record suggests a comparison of the two 
cassés of publications. Buta few new American poets have found a 
voice; for, although the year abounded in Poetical issues, many of our 
leading Publishing Houses devoted their attention especially to the 
reproduction of the British Poets, in styles and numbers which they 
conceived to be adapted to the popular demand. We know that it is 
the rule of all our principal Houses to keep ample supplies of these 
works, and also that the holiday demand for just such volumes as these 
suffers very little diminution from year to year: still the circumstance 
remains to be considered, and it can hardly be passed by with propriety 
in,silence, that the year 1855 was not prolific in children of the native 

In our former article, we called attention to the repeated 
announcements, with which our Book Lists teemed, of the works 
of Coleridge, Byron, Scott, Shelley, Keats, Shenstone, and all that splen- 
did constellation of names without an exhibition of which no complete 
library can be said to exist, and in this connection we cannot omit to 
dwell for a moment upon the evidence which is furnished in this man- 
ner of the development of a pure and healthy literary taste among us, 
It is a sentiment of the beautiful which leads to a demand for such a 
literature; and the native development of ‘poetical talent is, we find, 
more encouraged, as this feeling gains ground in the minds of our great 
reading public. It was not the custom,—when our fathers lived, made 
books and bought them, and put them away upon dusty shelves, to 
pleasure us their sons,—to find the works of a popular poet made the 
evening entertainment of an intelligent audience, as Loneretiow’s 
mythical legend is to-day made by a half dozen enterprising females at 
the East and here. It is a pleasant sign of the times to know that our 
poets, though few in present numbers, sing so sweetly when they do 
appear, that our people stop to hear them in spite of the press and 
throng of business cares, which, according to our captious friends over 
the water, engross so much of our attention, that we have no care to 
cultivate the niceties of literature. A grand mistake, that of our British 
cousins. The most popular of their new poets with us, this last year, 
has been the author of that semi-antique, quaint “ Angel in the House,” 
which our critics have favorably received, and columns of extracts from 
which are sprinkled weekly in among the pages of our country ex- 
changes. 

The list of the Novelists is prodigious. While the British press has 
thrown off innumerable copies of our books, and while the public 
eagerly catch at the feast, we have returned the compliment in fuller 
measure, All the leading British novelists range side by side upon our 
book-shelves, in tempting array of gilt and calf, with the choice spirits 
of the American modern Romance School. The authors who have 
held us by the spell of their genius, as Coleridge’s Mariner held the 
wedding guest by his “ glittering eye,” hold us still. The demand does 
not diminish, if we may adopt as the criterion of judgment the constant 
issues that are made from our presses. A purer taste for romance 
appears to have gained ground within the past five years. The trashy 
literature does not find so much favor as it was once accustomed to look 
for: the refinements of taste produce a refinement in our literature. 

, So, too, there is an increasing call for the works of our American 
historians. The announcements of the year in this department were 





those of Prrscort’s Philip II., Invnve’s Washington, Hitprern’s Japan, 
and some smaller works, all of which have found ready sales. In addi- 
tion to these, we note remarkable demands for Macavtay's new vol- 
umes, a call for Lamartine’s Turkey, and republications of Linaarp, 
&c. The spirit of inquiry has also favored the publication of a valuable 
series of books of travel; the new issues of which, however, were some- 
what inferior to those of the year 1854, 

Very important accessions were made to the scientific catalogues. 
Besides the foreign works of standard value which were republished in 
New York and Philadelphia, there were several volumes from the pens 
of American savans that will receive unbounded favor from those whose 
pursuits or inclinations lead them to seek this class of publications. 
Lieutenant Mavury’s investigations into the physical geography of the 
sea, published from time to time as part of the records of Scientific So- 
cieties, or produced as separate papers, were embodied during this year 
in a handsome octavo; and a new issue of his Sailing Directions was 
made; the work last named having increased in size through several 
successive editions, from 150 pages to upwards of 900. The results of 
the United States Naval Astronomical Expedition to the Southern 
Hemisphere, during the years 1849-52, have been issued under the 
superintendence of Lieutenant J. W. Gruiss, forming an invaluable ad- 
dition to our stock of astronomical knowledge. A work, planned upon 
a broad and liberal basis, announced as being in preparation by Prof. 
Lovis Agassiz, has been pushed forward by that gentleman as rapidly 
as circumstances will permit. It will comprise a complete record of the 
natural history of the United States. 

It is unnecessary to dwell further upon facts with which every pub- 
lisher is familiar. The book trade has a healthy growth. The public 
demands a choice class of works. The supply and the demand keep 
pace; and so they will continue to do, as long as American publishers 
continue the enterprising and liberal course which they have adopted 
with signal and remarkable success. 

The improvement of the book trade in Boston has been made the 
subject of congratulatory remark in the last report of the Board of 
Trade of that city—a copy of which has fallen under our observation. 
The Report says: “A few years ago, Boston took the lead in the busi- 
ness of bookselling and publishing, but seems for a certain period cf 
time to have lost ground. She is rapidly regaining her old position, 
The trade of 1855 has increased 25 per cent. over the average of the last 
five years, and it is reported by some of the principal publishers who 
have carefully made detailed statements of the business, that it amounts, 
for 1855, to $5,500,000. This is, of course, entirely apart from the paper 
and stationery business.” This is a notable exhibit to be made by only 
53 houses, all that are represented from that city in the catalogues of 
1855. 

The indications of a prosperous trade in books, which are here hinted 
at, suffice to show the improvement of this branch of business, even if 


considered solely from a commercial point of view.

REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 
AMERICAN. 

New Pvsrications.—Thomas De Quincey, Redivivus! Here we 
have, from the press of Messrs. Trioxnor & Freips, two additional vol- 
umes of the “ Writings of Thomas De Quincey,” one of the most popular 
of modern authors. These volumes are called “Memorials; ” and they 
embrace, among other papers, his “ Klosterheim,” “The Orphan Heir- 
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ess,” “ Oxford,” “The Pagan Oracles,” “Revolution of Greece,” etc., 
etc. Klosterheim, as the reader may be aware, is a novel; one of the 

_ author’s youthful productions; the principe] scenes of which are 
laid in Germany. A paper, which we ‘have not mentioned above, is 
“The Templars’ Dialogues on Political Economy ;” it is an examination 
of the theories of the most distinguished writers upon that theme. The 
same house has sent us the latest production of the Rev. Charles Kings- 
ley, “The Heroes; or, Greek Fairy Tales for my Children.” Anything 
from the pen of the author of ‘ Hypatia,”* “ Amyas Leigh,” &c., must 
be received with favor. This volume is an adaptation of Greek mythi 
to the wants and understanding of juvenile readers. Snetpon, BraKxe- 
man & Co. have just published Mrs. H. ©. Conant’s “History of the 
Translation of the Bible into the English tongue.” Mrs. C. is known 
already as a successful translator of Neander’s “ Practical Commentary.” 
The present publication is a compilation from numerous authorities, 
biographical and historical. Srrmerr & Townsenp have issued, in the 
“ People’s Edition” of Cooper’s Novels, “The Ways of the Hour.” 
From the pen of Mrs. L. O. Tuthill, we have a new work, published by 
Onartes Sorrener, entitled, “ Reality; or, the Millionaire’s Daughter.” 
It is specially addressed to young men and young women. The object 
of the authoress is essentially moral and elevating. By means of fiction, 
she endeavors to set forth her ideas of art and the requirements of hu- 
man culture.

Miscrttanrovus.—An English exchange states that 4000/7. is to be ap- 
plied this year to the decoration of the new palace at Westminster, 
under the direction of the Fine Arts Commission. The works include 
Mr. J. Gibson’s statue of the Queen and its bas reliefs; Mr. J. R. Her- 


bert’s frescoes in the Peers’ Robing-room, illustrative of “Justice on_ 





Earth, and its development in Law and Judgment;” and the marble 
statues of men of eminence (as members of Parliament) in St. George’s 
Hall. The work of Mr. Gibson is nearly completed. Mr. Herbert is 
about to commence his fresco paintings, and, as regards the statues, com- 
missions for ten, at the cost of 12007. each for three, and 1000/7. each 
for the other seven, have already been given. A new Museum is pro- 
jected in London. It is to be called The Scriptural Museum; and its 
purpose is to afford a series of illustrations of Bible history, geography, 
and manners, embracing all the various departments of Biblical know- 
ledge. The Earl of Chichester is President, and the Rev. D. Edwards, 
Secretary. It is proposed to establish a library in connection with the 
Museum; and also to organize courses of lectures on topics illustrated 
by the articles in the Society’s collection. 

The War in relation to Mr. Macaulay’s attacks upon Penn still con- 
tinues. Mr. Dixon, the biographer of the Gov. of Pennsylvania, has 
come out with a long and powerful “ refutation” of Macaulay's assump- 
tions. In Reviewing that work, and summing up the points of differ- 
ence between Mr. Dixon and “the great Historian,” the critic of the 
Times concludes an article in the following manner :—“ The question is 
independent of the merits of Penn. He may or may not, as Swift 
avers, have “spoken agreeably and with spirit.” He may or may not, 
as Burnet describes, have had “a tedious luscious way, that was not apt 
to overcome a man’s reason, though it might tire his patience.” But, 
at all events, he could not have been at the same time “a good and a 
great man,” according to Mr. Dixon, and an extortionate, seducing, in- 
timidating, simoniacal scoundrel and perjured traitor, according to Mr. 
Macaulay. The evidence must warrant an election between such dis- 
crepancies as these, and Mr. Dixon is quite right in moving for a deci- 
sion. Mr. Macaulay should come into court, and, without prejudging the 
result, if the authority lay with us, we would say, following our local 
metaphor—“ Mr. Dixon, take your rule.” 

Grermany.—A German translation of Thiele’s life of Thorwaldsen, 
the sculptor, has just appeared in Leipsic. A portion of the life in 
Danish appeared in 1852. The present translation completes the biogra- 
phy of Thorwaldsen, and informs us of his artistic labors and triumphs 
down to the last year of his life. Among the odds and ends of continental 
gossip we learn that a Ferdinand Stolte has come forward with a New 
Faust, to contend the palm with Goethe. Herr Stolte must be rather daring 
as a writer. He has taken a very practical method, however, to make his 
poem known. He has lately appeared in Berlin to read his poem to the 
public, as he has read it three times already in Leipsic. His reception 
has been favorable. What a deal of expense and mortification a poet 
would sometimes be spared if he could induce an e>lightened public to 
give his poem a hearing before rushing into print! 

Private letters from Leipzig, received by a member of the Institute 
in Paris, state that Doctor Brugsch, of Berlin, author of the “ Demotic 
Grammar,” who is at present engaged in preparing for the press an in- 
teresting work on Egyptian antiquities, has just made an interesting dis- 
covery, without, as it were, having to stir from his arm-chair. An 
Englishman, recently arrived at Leipzig from Egypt, the Rev. H. Stod- 
dart, presented Dr. Brugsch with four inscriptions, purchased from an 
Arab. Brugsch saw at once that the inscriptions were demotic, and con- 
tained astronomic indications. After a lengthy and minute investiga- 
tion, he discovered they contained no less than a thousand astronomical 
dates, refering to the period at which the planets Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, 
Venus, and Mercury, entered each of the twelve signs of the Zodiac. 
According to Brugsch, the observations described by the inscriptions 
must have been taken between the 8th and 19th years of Trajan’s reign, 
and during the seventeen first years of that of Hadrian. A German 
translation has just been published of Longfellow’s “ Hiawatha,” by 
Freiligrath, an intimate friend of our poet; the translation is very well 
and carefully done. 

The booksellers of all Northern Europe are to hold a convention in 
Copenhagen some time during the present month. °

Franoz.—The Museum of the “ Louvre” has just purchased a thick 
manuscript folio volume, filled with sketches and drawings by Leonardo 
da Vinci. It was the property of M. Valeardi, of Milan who sold it for 
$5,000 francs (14007. sterling). In 1797 thirteen other manuscript 
volumes of sketches, all by Leonardo, were brought from Milan to Paris 
—one of the clearest gains of Napoleon’s Italian campaign. One of them, 
which was unluckily left at the Imperial Library, was taken possession 
of by the allies in 1815, and sent back to Milan. It is not, it is perhaps 
as well to state, that which has just been purchased of M. Valeardi. M. 
Genin, a well-known explorer of the unknown regions of literature, has 
discovered a short poem of Boileau’s, which had hitherto escaped the 
scent of the many publishers and editors of this well-known poet. It 
consists of twelve lines, celebrating the charms of a certain Iris, and is 
as fade, sickly, and sentimental as the sonnet which moves Alceste to 
“noble ire” in the “ Misanthrope.” Another, and a far more interesting 
discovery has been made at Maison-Neuve-Montournais in La Vendée, 
4. é., a great portion of the manuscripts and correspondence of Duplessis- 
Mornay. They are being classified by order of the Government. Among 
the papers are treatises on religious controversy, draughts of letters 
written by Duplessis; but what especially makes the collection valuable 
in the eyes of the antiquarian is the fact of its containing several hun- 
dreds of original autograph letters, written to him by the principal per- 
sonages of those troublous times, such as Queen Elizabeth, Henri Quatre, 
&. M. Bussemaker, editor of the works of Aristotle, in the “ Bib- 
liothéque des Auteurs Grecs,” now in course of publication by Messrs. 
Didot, of Paris,—has lately discovered a rare collection of Greek MSS. 
in the Royal Library of Madrid. They confirm the statement made by 
Yriarte in his Catalogue of 1769, that it contains a series of unpublished 
problems by Aristotle. This discovery led him to make researches in the 
Bibliothéque Imperiale at Paris, and there he brought to light a manu- 
script older than that at Madrid, containing the greater part of the said 
problems and some new ones. The consequence is, that his next volume 
of Aristotle will contain a new series of 214 problerns taken from the 
Madrid and Paris manuscripts, and 46 unpublished problems taken from 
the Paris manuscripts. Nor is this all :—accompanying these precious 
trouvailles were seven unpublished problems in manuscript, containing 
problems ascribed to Alexander of Aphrodisium ; two other problems in 
Greek of Aristotle, which hitherto have only been known by a Latin 
translation ; a long and interesting unpublished paper on Optics, by 
Cassius; an unpublished fragment of some comic poet, most likely 
Aristophanes; and others of Empedocles and Heraclitus. 

A new work by M. Cousin is in the press and will shortly appear, on 
“‘ The Sensualist Philosophy of the Eighteenth Century.” Those who 
are in M, Cousin’s secrets assert that the book will “ maintain the liber- 
ty of the human intellect”—which, in plain English, means that it will 
oppose the present system of silence and suppression. 

In Paris, M. Capefigue’s ‘‘ Memoirs of Catherine de Medicis” has ap- 
peared, and contains a mass of hitherto unpublished correspondence 
relating to the Huguenots, with other interesting documents. M. Ville- 
main is about to publish a Translation of Pindar. The Works of Galileo 
have lately been published, for the first time complete in 15 vols., edi- 
ted by Professor Alberti. 

Iraty.—From Venice we are promised shortly, says the London 
Critic, “‘ The Secret and Anecdotal History of Italy,” related by the 
Ambassadors of Venice. This work, due to the Signors Nicolas Barozzi 
and G. Berchet, has been enriched by several documents by Signor Fabio 
Mutinelli, Director of the General Archives of Frari: the publication 
will spread a new and grand light on the history of Italy. The editors 
propose to publish the most salient points from the dispatches of the 
Venetian ambassadors at the different courts of Italy, and to arrange 
them in chronological order. Another batch of MSS. has been discov- 
ered in Corsica, which we trust is not open to the condemnation ex- 
pressed at the commencement of our article. The discovery consists of 
a casket, inclosing a great number of autograph letters of Napoleon L, 








dated in 1785, the time when he quitted the military school of Brienne, 
The letters are signed Napoleone di Buonaparte. The proprietor, it js 
stated, is on his way to Paris, to offer them for sale to the French Goy. 
ernment. 

The Academy of the Jeux Florauz, at Toulouse, (called, before its 
renewal by Olémence Isaure, the Collége de la Gaie Science), which cel- 
ebrated its first poetical tournament in 1324, (when Arnaud Vidal, the 
troubadour, won the prize of a golden violet,) is still existing in fy 
vigor and activity, as may be seen from the fact that not less than 459 
compositions were sent to the last annual contest, viz.—10 orations, 99 
odes, 86 other poems, 25 epistles, 4 orations in verse, 77 elegies, 34 
idyls, 4 eclogues, 27 ballads, 21 hymns, 27 sonnets, and %5 fables. 

Norway.—In the seven years from 1847 to 1854 the following numbers 
of books are stated to have appeared in Norway :—in philology, 87 ; meta- 
physics, 23 ; pedagogical science, 65; theology, 18; law, 63 ; polities and 
national economy, 46; medical science, 26; natural philosophy, 39; 
rural economy, 48 ; technology, 12; history, 123 ; nautical and commer- 
cial science, 33; military science, 28; mathematics, 28; belles lettres, 
187; miscellaneous writings, 6,—together, during the seven years, 1,097 
volumes, or, on an average, 146 every year. Of these, 870 were origi- 
nal works, 139 translations, and the remaining 18 reprints of older 
books. More than two-thirds of the number, viz., 791 volumes, were 
printed at Christiania (the University of Norway), whereas only 100 ap- 
peared at Bergen (the principal commercial town), 27 at Drontheim, 26 
at Stavanger, 19 at skien, 11 at Christiansand, &c. In order to buy a 
copy of every book appearing in Norway, a sum of 90 to 100 species (20/. 
to 25/.) per annum would suffice; the whole literature of the country 
since 1814 may be purchased for a little more than 2,500 species.
